"The new prisoner is a valuable pos- 
session in the hands of -the enemy. In 
him lies hidden possibilities that may

corning battalions and regiments. From 
the highest commander to the lowest 
\wftgon-driirer, everyone of us carries 
with '. him remembrances, -observations, 
overheard; discussions, or the greetings 
of neighboring troops. 


'•."Combining all these things, they be-. 
come a valuable asset of military infor- 
mation. One very seldom realizes how 
much One really does know. One thinks 
little, of it. But the enemy knows bet- 
ter.-; He1 spares no pains to get posses- 
sion of such treasure. It may begin 
with: ' friendly and pleasant greetings; 
with ; coffee or cigarets; it ends with a 
sarcastic smile, with short rations and 
solitary confinement.

BIG DEMAND FOR CASTOR OIL 


Government Has Arranged for Exten- 


sive Cultivation of the Plant- 


Needed in War Service. 


Among the war booms Is one In thfc 


production of the castor beuu, and 
the government hus In-come a partner 
in the industry of producing the. plant 
and extracting the oil. The govern- 
ment lias lot contracts for the cultiva- 
tion of 100,000 acres Of tho plant niul 
nearly all this area contracted for lies 
in the youth, 00,000 acres being ill 
Floridii. 


The government has entered this lino 


of industry because the demand for 
this strange oil has outstripped the 
supply, and the price has rlson to a 
great height. But it was not tho hisih 
price of the article which Induced such 
action, but the scarcity of the oil, 
which is considered as being essential 
to tlif prosecution of the war. Castor 
oil is usually thought of in terms of 
medicine, but its highest value to the 
allies in this war is ns a lubricant for 
engines of maximum power and mini- 
mum weight, engines whose pistons 
work at the greatest possible speed. 
For airplane engines it is the best lu- 
bricant known, and that is what castor 
oil is beiiii: now largely used for. 


The cultivation of the castor plant, 


which was once quite a flourishing in- 
dustry in several of the states of the 
West, notably California and Kansas, 
and also in some of the southern states, 
languished because of the competition 
of castor beans grown in India and be- 
cause of the devolpment of the petro- 
leum industry and the competition of 
mineral oil lubricants.

TURNING PESTS INTO PROFITS 


United States Department of Agricul- 


ture Has Plans for Dealing With 


the Rabbit Problem. 


Fully 200,000,000 wild rabbits are 


killed in the United States every yeai 
according to estimates made by the 
biological survey of the United States 
department of agriculture. Many ol 
them are jack rabbits, the majority ol 
which have not been utilized In 'the 
past. 
If all the rabbits killed were 


consumed, they would represent be- 
tween 200,000 and 300,000 tons of val- 
uable food, and if proper measures 
were taken to insure the collection ol 
skins, these alone would have a value 
of $20,000,000. The biological survey 
has frequently been called upon to help 
western farmers in coping with the 
rabbit pest. In view of the probable 
economic value of rabbit meat and fut 
in the coming few years, the energies 
of the farmers and ranchmen will be 
directed to the conservation of this im- 
portant resource. 
Already a numbei 


of establishments for collecting, dress- 
ing, canning, and shipping rabbit meal 
are in operation in western centers. As 
in Australia the transition of the wi!<3 
rabbit in this country from its status 
as a pest to source of profit is assured, 
it is believed.

GERMANS USING LONG 


RANGE GUNS ON FOE 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM] 


London (via Montreal),. Sept. 20.— 


Correspondents at the front emphasize 
the stiffening; of the enemy resistance, 
making Wednesday's British advance 
all the more remarkable. German gun- 
powder is unusually strong, long-range, 
high velocity guns being employed to 
direct a line of fire, almost equal to a 
barrage.- across a wide extent of coun- 
try. Hence for the first time for a long 
period more British casualties are due 
to shell splinters than to machine-gun 
bullets. 
This intensified artillery tire 


gives an index of the strength of the 
British effort necessary to clear ridges 
with numerous fortified villages lying 
immediately in front of the main Hin- 
denburg line, into which the Germans 
are being pushed by the irresistible 
British pressure. An important feature 
of the advance is that the British have 
not merely passed their old line of 
March 21, but have attained their 
greatest success near Bellicourt where 
the St. Quentin canal, which is prac- 
tically an integral, part of the Hinden- 
burg line, runs three or four miles 
under ground. This tunnel begins near 
Bellicourt and ends near the village of 
Le Catelet.
